What Washington Thinks... 


ee ot dapedee of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to give more 
emphasis to marketing and more 
power to state extension services is ex- 
pected to be th first major agricultural 
move of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. 

Republicans will try to build into 
their reorganization plan both the econ- 
omy and the shift of power toward 
state levels which they promised. 

The new Secretary of Agriculture can 
do a lot of reorganizing without new 
legislation. 

The secretary can convert PMA into 
a marketing agency, and put PMA soil 
conservation work into SCS. He must, 
by law, keep the name SCS, but he can 
put SCS state personnel under the ex- 
tension services, leaving to the federal 
SCS in Washington only the overall 
planning and co-ordinating. 

Replacing Personnel 

Without reorganization, the secretary 
can replace policy-making and confiden- 
tial employees, down to secretaries and 
including state PMA committees. 

Ike’s closest farm advisers are his 
brother, Milton, president of Penn State 
College, and W. I. Myers, dean of agri- 
culture at Cornell. In Congress, Sena- 
tors Carlson of Kansas and Aiken of 
Vermont and Representative Cliff Hope 
of Kansas are influential with the new 
President. 

Southerners will yield much power in 
the new Congress. Many key South- 
erners are more in sympathy with Ike 
and some of his ideas than are some 
Republican leaders. Further, the South 
holds the balance of power in a closely 
divided Congress. 

Neither party nor coalition lines of 
support are dependable when it comes 
to. USDA reorganization legislation. 
Every agency has its own vehement and 
vigorous bloc of followers. 


From All Angles 


A Hoover Commission plan to reor- 
ganize USDA aroused such a crossfire 
during the last Congress that five differ- 
ent versions of a bill were drafted by 
Senate Executive Expenditures Commit- 
tee— and then the whole matter was 


pigeon-holed. 


Any reorganization the Secretary of 
Agriculture may order under existing 
law is likely to bring repercussions in 
Congress. To reduce this danger, ob- 
servers believe this should come soon, 
while Ike is in his “honeymoon” period. 

Several farm issues are headed for 
Congress from independent sources: 

A joint committee of Farm Bureau, 
Grange, and Council of Farmer Co- 
operatives will recommend a bill to re- 
organize Farm Credit Administration 
and make it independent of USDA. It 
will get serious consideration. 

The National Tax Equality Associa- 
tion will again pressure for taxes on 
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cooperative earnings distributed as divi- 
dends—probably without much success, 
although a study by Treasury and Joint 
Tax Committee experts will be filed on 
how this might be done. 

Public power will be an explosive 
issue, breaking out in connection with 
REA, Interior Department, and Army 
Engineer appropriations. 


Private or Public? 


A private power company has an ap- 
plication pending for license to build 
a low-head dam on the Snake River in 
Idaho, where the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion proposes a high dam (Hell’s Can- 
yon). The Interior Department has op- 

the private power application. 
Ike will have to decide this one early. 

Farm price-support legislation will be 
talked about, but quick or drastic 
changes aren’t planned. There will be 
extensive hearings in Washington and 
in the country, in compliance with Re- 
publican pledges to consult farmers and 
their organizations before any changes 
are made. The Republican view is that 
they have two years to decide on a basic 
price-support law, during which “basic” 
commodities have a 90 percent parity 
guarantee. 





OUTHERN farmers are starting 1953 

with prospects about the same as 
1952, except for drouth scars. 

With farm costs increasing a little 
in 1953, and with little prospect for a 
corresponding increase in farm prices, 
farmers will feel a continued pinch in 
net farm income. 

Fertilizer supplies will be larger this 
year than last but there won't be enough 
nitrogen. 

Stocks of pesticides are relatively 
high, and should be adequate. 

The long-pull prospect for agricul- 
ture is encouraging. Population is grow- 
ing. Demand for food will continue 
to grow if prosperity continues. Higher 
production per acre, per animal, and 
per man will be required. This will be 
possible only if farmers are able to 
buy still larger amounts of fertilizer, 
tractors, and other city goods. 

Total domestic use and exports of 
cotton in 1953-54 may be somewhat 
smaller than this season. A 13-million- 
bale crop in 1953 now appears large 
enough. 

A firm domestic demand is expected 
for most types of tobacco in 1953, espe- 
cially for cigarette tobacco. 

Near-record supplies of wheat are in 
prospect. Carryover next July 1 will 
be double that of last year. 

Consumer demand for milk products 
should continue strong. 

The output of poultry products next 
year probably will be only slightly be- 
low the record levels of this year. 





LOOKING AHEAD 


A further small reduction in total 
feed grain supplies is in prospect this 
season. Prices of feeds generally are 
expected to average near the 1951-52 
levels. 

Demand for fruits and vegetables 
should continue high in 1953, but aver- 
age weather would increase the supply 
of many of these commodities. 

After two years of high potato prices, 
an increase of about 10 percent in 
acreage and a drop of at least 25 per- 
cent in prices can be expected. 

Cattle numbers are at a new all-time 
high—about 93 million head, compared 
to 88 million a year ago. The period 
of expanding cattle slaughter is be- 
ginning. 

Further cattle price declines in 1953 
should be moderate. Much of the price 
adjustment from high 1951 levels took 
place last summer and fall. The price 
trend will be down for several years, 
but it will be gradual unless western 
drouth forces heavy liquidation, or busi- 
ness recession slows up consumer buy- 
ing. 

Hog prices in 1953 should be a little 
better than last year. They would be 
much stronger except that consumer 
demand for pork (especially the fatter 
cuts) is falling off, and that consumers 
are showing a decided preference for 
beef—which is plentiful. 

Slaughter sheep and lamb prices 
should improve moderately in 1953. 
Wool prices may improve, though few 
signs of it are showing.

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Grass into Greenbacks 


Now is a good time to “take stock”’ 
of your grass. If you can increase your 
grass yields, you can reduce your 
livestock feeding costs. That makes 
good sense. Grass is one of our most 
economical feeds, and in every section 
of the country people are trying out 
new ways of turning grass into green- 
backs.

Effect of winter feeding 


on calf production 
By Prof. L. S. Pope 
Oklahoma A & M, Stillwater 


| In order to maintain the 

, beef cow asa ‘‘calf factory” 
and produce strong, healthy calves, it 
may necessary to supplement winter 
rations with energy, protein, phosphorus 
and vitamin A. 

A lack of protein and onecey seriously 
affects the reproductive ability of the 
beef cow. In California tests, cows win- 
tered on the range with no supplemental 
feed weaned calves that averaged 95 lbs. 
lighter than calves from cows receiving 
enough protein supplement and grain to 
stay in good condition throughout the 
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prices fluctuate? 


‘‘What’s going to be 
the future trend of 
livestock prices?’’ Stockmen are 
showing a natural interest in that 
question. I wish I knew the long- 
term answer. But I don’t, and I 
doubt if anyone else does either . . . 
But there’s another, short-term 
uestion that’s often asked, which 
can answer: “‘Why do livestock 
prices fluctuate?” 


There are two reasons: First, and 
most important, daily and — 
changes in the supply of livestoc 
sold for slaughter. cont changes 
in demand for meat and by-prod- 
ucts. 


Naturally, increased slaughter is 
the result of increased marketings 
—which brings an increased sup- 
ply of meat, which usually means 
ower wholesale prices and lower 
prices for livestock. Why? Well, 
take cattle as an example. The 
nuraber marketed varies from week 
to week; so, some weeks the total 
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When there is a big increase in 
beef supplies, packers must ship 
heavily to the big cities where there 
are a lot of people to consume food 
and increased meat supplies can 
best be sold. Practically all beef 
handled by meat packers is sold 
within 12-14 days after the cattle 
are slaughtered. Less than 2% is 
frozen. With big supplies to be sold, 
retailers bargain vigorously and 
often buy at reduced prices. Then 
they can advertise “‘Beef Specials’’ 
—and their customers may eat 
beef, or more beef, or beef more 
often. Thus, through lower meat 
prices, the increased beef supply is 
sold to consumers. 


Or, if fewer animals are slaughter- 
ed, there is/ess meat to be sold. Then 
retailers pay higher prices to get 
meat. Meat packers, in competition 
for the smaller supply, bid more for 
livestock. So here we see again this 
economic law in action—the price 
producers receive for their livestock 
is governed by what the packer can 
get for the meat and by-products.

In addition, the supplemented 
cows produced a much larger calf crop 
the following year. Current research at 
Oklahoma indicates that when plenty of 
roughage is available, 2.0 lbs. daily of a 
41% protein supplement may be suffici- 
ent to winter a beef cow in thrifty con- 
dition. 

Phosphorus, often deficient in rough- 
ages, has an important part in reproduc- 
tion. In an Oklahoma experiment, cows 
onalow- phosphorus winter ration weaned 
a meager 60% calf crop. Their calves 
averaged 64 pounds less at weaning than 
calves from cows on a high-phosphorus 
intake. 

Vitamin A deficiency may show up 
when beef cows go without green feed for 
longer than 5 months. A small amount 
of good-quality alfalfa hay (4 to 6 lbs. 
daily) will supply adequate carotene under 
most conditions. Recent tests show that 
cows fed a carotene-deficient diet during 

regnancy may appear normal but pro- 
uce calves which develop symptoms of 
avitamin A deficiency within a few weeks.

HERE is a new boon for farmers in West Texas, Oklahoma, and other 

Great Plains areas where the rainfall varies from moderate to light. 
It is the development of grain-grass sorghum. Grain sorghum already has 
become a valuable major crop there and the new early grain-grass sorghums 
undoubtedly will find their place and also extend the sorghum area to the 
east and north. 

This new crop was born through the skill and wizardry of R. E. Karper, 
who has been breeding sorghums for many years at the Texas Experiment 
Station, Lubbock. Through crossbreeding and selection, Karper has pro- 
duced small grass-like plants which bear good heads of grain and can be 
planted in close drills. The grain is similar in size and shape to grain 
sorghum, but is hard and glutenous like some of the Indian sorghums. Its 
protein content is from two to three percent greater than that of ordinary 
grain sorghums, and tests show that it has superior feeding value for live- 
stock, from chickens to beef cattle. 


1RAIN-grass sorghums, as being developed by Karper, are drouth-resistant, 
| early-maturing, and rich, not only in protein but in oil. They can be drilled 


in like wheat and harvested by combines. Two crops could be produced 
during favorable seasons, then followed by a period of grazing. As Mr. 
Karper says, if the wheat crop is ruined by drouth, freezes, or greenbugs, 
grain-grass can be planted with reasonable assurance of a good crop. The 
eventual goal is a small plant with these characteristics: fine-stemmed; a few 
small leaves; quick-growing; early-maturing; saving of both time and water; 
capable of being grown in close drills like small grains and drilled in with 
wheat-farming machinery. Through tillering and side-branching, a second 
crop could be produced under favorable conditions. This plant would be 
quite suitable for use as a catch crop after wheat had failed, or as a regular 
grain crop. 

Some of the varieties of grain-grass at the Lubbock station bloom in 40 
days and mature in 70 to 80 days. They are almost two-month crops 
from planting to harvest. The yield per acre has not been ascertained as 
yet, but it is believed that it will top average wheat yields by a considerable 
margin. 
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Marshall Terrell of Lamar County, Texas, is surrounded by his cat- 
tle, which are part Brahman crossed with Hereford bulls. 


| COMBINATION of laborsaving machinery and beef cattle en- 

ables Marshali Terrell and his father, C. M. Terrell, of Lamar 
County, Texas, to farm 400 acres of Red River bottom with maximum land 
utilization. 

For example: one 20-acre block of land planted to oats in September, 
1951, produced winter grazing from October to March, 35 bushels of grain 
per acre, and 100 bales of lespedeza hay per acre. The 250 acres planted 
to barley vetch, alfalfa, and oats carried 150 mature cows with 30 calves 
through the 1951-52 winter, except when the ground was too wet. Marshall 
had to feed hay only about half the time, saving $50 a day when the field 
was grazed. 

About March | the Terrells segd 30 to 35 pounds of Kobe lespedeza per 
acre in the oats, using a grain drill. A month later the cattle are taken off 
and the oats allowed to mature. The lespedeza comes up and remains under 
the oats until harvest. Then it starts making its growth. The lespedeza is 
cut and baled in August, then stored on the farm until it is sold in December 
and January. 

Alfalfa is another crop that gives a good return. It is seeded in the fall 
with oats as a nurse crop. The oats and alfalfa are grazed the first winter, 
and the first cutting is taken off as hay. Cattle are removed in March and 
the oats cut in the dough stage. Marshall likes alfalfa for its soil-building 
properties, also. 

Barley and vetch form a new combination in the Terrell farming operation. 
Marshall likes it because of the good grazing it provides. Cattle were grazed 
on the barley-vetch pasture until last April, then taken off to allow the seed 

to mature. Terrell now believes he can get a month’s more

Andersonexamine wayed” the land, then seeded it to sweet sudan to provide 
a second cutting summer grazing. 
of good alfalfa. In his haying operation, Marshall Terrell has been using 
a hay crusher to put up his alfalfa. He finds that this saves 
at least 24 hours. 

A 20-acre block of land was planted to fescue and singletary peas in the 
fall of 1951, and was ready to graze in the fall of 1952. Marshall will use 
the fescue to graze his cattle during wet weather, as it forms a heavy sod 
that will hold them up. Plans call for 100 acres of fescue on the farm. 

Calves born on the Terrell farm in the fall go through the winter as slick 
and fat as if on spring grass. They can be sold as fat calves in early summer. 
Late spring calves are held over and fed out on corn, cottonseed meal, and 
molasses, and sold around the first of the vear. 

The mother cows are part Brahman, with some milk stock in them, crossed 
on beef bulls, usually Hereford. Marshall has found that these crosses grow 
better, are more vigorous, the cows are good mothers, and the fat calves 
sold on the market equa! most grade calves.

Research in a Texas county 


determine the value of the general lease form 
By JOE R. MOTHERAL 


PECIALISTS at Texas A&M College who are encour- 

\ aging better farm leases, find it difficult to determine 

their progress. In 1950, however, they discovered a 
fairly easy way to check on the use of improved leases 
in at least one area of Texas—Navarro County. 

Ralph Evans, former county coordinator of the veterans’ 
agriculture program there, believes in sound leasing prac- 
tices. Then, as now, written leases were required of tenants 
enrolled in the program, so Mr. Evans kept a supply of the 
A&M College general farm lease forms in his office. Alto- 
gether, 185 rented farms were operated under the college 
lease by tenants receiving training in Navarro County. hh 
was decided that this was a chance to see how well they 
were being used. 

The college lease is very flexible; almost any of its pro- 
visions may be omitted. The study revealed that only a 
small percentage of the trainees accepted all important pro- 
visions. About half of them barely met the minimum legal 
requirements for a written lease. In other words, 96 out of 
the 185 leases contained only a description of the farm, kind 
and amount of rent to be paid, term of the contract, and 
signatures of landlords and tenants. 


JEARLY one-half of the Navarro County leases took ad- 
\¥ vantage of the automatic renewal clause. This was con- 
sidered real progress, as no notice of termination is re- 
quired by law in Texas. The provision for renewal was 
almost unknown ten or fifteen years ago.

About 12 percent of the leases were drawn up for terms 
of two to six years. Only about two out of five were of the 
one-year, no-renewal type so common in Texas agriculture. 


()’ SOME of the other important provisions, the show- 
ing in Navarro County was not so good. For example, 
provision for conservation practices was included in only 
15 percent of the leases. Chief among these were agree- 
ments for building and maintaining terraces and for plant- 
ing winter legumes. In all cases, the landlord agreed to 
construct terraces and the tenant to maintain them. The 
division of expense on legumes and phosphate followed no 
clear-cut pattern, although a number of landlords furnished 
both seed and fertilizer, with the tenant supplying machinery 
and labor. A great deal of confusion still exists concerning 
this practice, largely because of the residual fertilizer value 
extending beyond the one-year period covered by most 
of the leases. 

Only 4 percent of the leases contained the compensation 
clause, which reads as follows: “If this lease is terminated, 
the tenant shall be entitled to payment for unexhausted 
value of his contribution to the cost of improvement made 
under any agreement with the landlord.” 

Only 10 percent of the leases studied in Na- 
varro County included the arbitration clause for 
settling disputes. 

Two devices for protecting the interests of the 
landlord appeared fairly often. In 16 percent of 
the leases the ban on subletting the property by 
tenant without written consent of the land- 
lord was included. Reserving the right of entry 
by the landlord to make inspections, repairs, and 
improvements was included in 17 percent of the total. 

Another provision that met with favor was the partner- 
ship clause, adopted by 13 percent. The clause reads as 
follows: “This lease does not give rise to a partnership. 
Neither party shall have authority to bind the other without 
his written consent.” 

The clause most frequently included was one dealing with

Some QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 


By A. L. TAYLOR 


N THE past few years, considerable progress has been 

made in controlling nematodes, those crop pests so 

troublesome to the southern farmer. The following 

questions and answers may serve as an introduction 

for those not familiar with the nematode problem and 
may bring the latest information to those who have had 
experience with it. You can obtain additional information 
from your state experiment station or by writing to the Di- 
vision of Nematology, Bureau of Plant Industry, Soil and 
Agricultural Engineering, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 

What are nematodes? Nematodes (eelworms) are not 
closely related to the earthworms, wireworms, cutworms, and 
other large worms with which the farmer is familiar. They 
belong in a class by themselves. There are many kinds of 
nematodes, but those most important to the farmer are the 
plant-parasitic nematodes which attack and damage his 
crops. These are so smali as to be practically invisible to 
the naked eye. 

How do nematodes damage plants? Nematodes damage 
plants by feeding on them. Almost any part of the plant 
may be attacked, but in the South, most damage is done by 
nematodes which feed on roots. These may cause galls to 
form on the root, may cause it to rot, may stunt its growth 
or reauce its vigor. 

How is nematode damage recognized? Patches of affected 
plants become stunted and yellowish and tend to wilt readily 
in dry weather. The roots of such plants will be poorly 
developed, rotten, or knotted. If attacked by root-knot 
nematodes, the larger roots may be rough and deformed, 
and small swellings looking like beads on a string will be 
found on the smaller roots. Knotted roots rot more easily 
than normal roots. The symptoms of attack by the kinds

of nematodes which cause roots to rot are not so easy to 
recognize. The younger roots will have small brown rotten 
spots and the outer part of the older roots may be com- 
pletely rotten. 

Is nematode damage to crops common in the South? It is 
very common in all parts of the South. The amount of dam- 
age varies greatly, generally being more severe on sandy 
soil than on the heavier soil types and more common in the 
lower South than in the upper South. But heavily infested 
fields can be found in all of the southern states—and in the 
northern states, as well. In many places, there are fields 
where nematode damage is causing 25 percent reduction in 
crops. In some locations, especially in the deep South, yields 
have been reduced to the point where it is no longer profit-

Alabama’s Edward A. O’Neal has done much to better the lot of farmers everywhere 


N FLORENCE, Alabama, lives a man who perhaps has 

endeared himself to more American farmers than has 

any other person. He is Edward A. O'Neal, who for 

seventeen years was president of the American Farm 

Bureau. To thousands of people Mr. O'Neal represents 
the best in sound agricultural leadership. They admire and 
love him for his courage, ability, character, determination, 
and his accomplishments for American agriculture. 

Mr. O'Neal comes from a prominent family (a grandfa- 
ther and an uncle were governors of Alabama) and had many 
political opportunities. However, the land 
was his first love, so he decided to farm. 
After graduation from Washington and 
Lee University in 1898, he toured Europe 
to observe methods of farming there. Then 
he returned to Florence and started operations on the 
family farm. 

It was not long before young Edward discovered how 
little he really knew about land, crops, trees, and livestock; 
about finances, marketing, and economics. In those days, 
he often says, “Farmers were supposed to have strong backs 
and weak minds.” Success, it was believed, came from long 
hours of hard toil. He believed otherwise, and went down 
to Alabama Polytechnic Institute to take a short course in 
agriculture. There he heard the late Joe E. Wing, of Ohio, 
talk about alfalfa. 


HEN he went home, Mr. O'Neal scraped enough money 

together to buy seed, limestone, and phosphate for a 
good alfalfa crop. It was such a success that farmers came 
from far and near to see it. Later, when grasses and weeds 
took charge, he plowed up the field and planted it to corn. 
Big yields of corn followed, so Mr. O'Neal maintained that 
alfalfa was was responsible for doubling his supply of pork 
and for producing fatter lambs for market. 

By this time he really was convinced that “brains on the 
land” would make for better agricultural practices and better 
living, and he talked to others about it. He cogitated upon 
the fact that when people needed legal information they 
went to lawyers; when they were ill they consulted a doctor, 
and concluded that it was reasonable that farmers should

have access to professional advice for their farming opera- 
tions. In working on this problem, Mr. O'Neal went to 
Illinois to study the work of the Farm Bureau and Extension 
Service there. He was highly impressed with their close 
cooperation. 

Not long afterward, the Farm Bureau movement was 
launched in Alabama. His county, Lauderdale, was among 
the first to organize and he was elected president. A few 
years later he was elected the first president of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau, serving until he was elected president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation in 
1931. 

After much farm organization work, 
it was becoming plain to Mr. O'Neal 
that “brains on the land” isn’t all that a 
farmer needs. Experience had revealed to him that a farmer 
can produce much and sell it for little. Something was wrong 
and only farmers could correct it, he concluded. In those 
years, farmers produced abundantly but prices at the market 
were distressingly low. Laws designed for farmers didn’t 
work out in practice. The Federal Farm Board was set up, 
but it had deficiencies and didn’t solve the basic problems of 
agriculture. Farmers in the various sections of the country 
could not agree on legislation. Mr. O’Neal was among the 
first to recognize the dire need for a national agricultural 
program that would be sound for farmers in every section of 
the United States. In 1933 was begun the National Farm 
Program for “equality for agriculture,” the first legal struc- 
ture for a sound national farm program. 

In all of his work, Mr. O'Neal has placed first emphasis 
on an adequate educational program—including both re- 
search and extension—for farmers. This is his way of 
putting “brains on the land.” 

Edward O'Neal is now 77. Although he has retired to 
his old home and farm to rest and to meditate, he still is a 
keen student of the problems of farmers and of govern- 
ment. Always a farmer and always a champion of farmer 
welfare, Edward A. O'Neal is more—he is a great American. 
His aim has been a better America through a better agricul- 
ture, which is based on group action by farmers in their own 
organization.

VE years ago, Niederwald, Texas, about 20 miles 
southeast of Austin, was just a sleepy country com- 
munity. Then Edward Kloppe went there as pastor 
of the little church and the community began progress- 
ing rapidly. 

In 1947 there was no place for community get-togethers. 
So at that time, under Rev. Kloppe’s leadership, a vacant 
school house was converted into a com- 
munity building. This building accom- 
modates suppers, meetings, weddings, and 
anniversary parties. The kitchen is com- 
pletely equipped. The community hall is 20x60 feet and 
will seat 200 people.

Piivc thyroid is the largest of the 
ductless glands, those glands which 
produce substances that pass di- 
rectly into the blood. Normally this 
gland lies at the base of the neck in 
front of the windpipe. It occasion- 
ally may be absent from birth. This 
will result in serious impairment of 
growth, both mental and physical. 
This condition, known as cretinism, 
can be corrected rather successfully 
by giving a small tablet of dried thy- 
roid extract. 

The thyroid gland may under-func- 
tion after growth has been completed. 
The adult with a lazy thyroid usually 
will complain of sensitivity to cold 
weather, diminished perspiration, dry 
skin and hair, swelling of the legs and 
hands, mental slowing, and constipa- 
tion. Contrary to common belief, he 
usually is underweight. Treatment with 
thyroid extract brings these people 
back to normal. 

If the thyroid gland overworks it is 
often enlarged. This is the so-called 
toxic goiter. When toxic goiter is 
present there usually is weight loss de- 
spite an increase in appetite, palpita- 
tion, trembling, and often undue 
prominence of the eyeballs. 


FTER preliminary medical treat- 

ment, patients usually undergo sur- 
gery, with removal of most of the 
gland. Radio-active iodine concen- 
trates in the thyroid gland and is be- 
ing used in many large medical cen- 
ters for the non-surgical treatment of 
certain types of toxic goiter. 

An enlargement of the thyroid may 
be present without evidence that the 
gland is overworking. The nodular 
type of enlargement often becomes 
malignant if neglected over the years, 
so surgical removal is usually recom- 
mended even if there are no signs of 
over-function. On the other hand, if 
the gland enlargement is symmetrical, 
shows no signs of over-function, and 
has been present since adolescence in 
a woman it probably is a “colloid” 
goiter and need not be cut out unless 
for the sake of appearance. 

The basal metabolic rate (com- 
monly called B.M.R.) is a relatively 
simple test often performed in the 
doctor’s office. It measures the effi- 
ciency of the thyroid gland.

HE Orton Plantation, whose man- 

sion is pictured on our cover, is 

rich not only in beauty but in his- 
tory. This plantation is located in 
Brunswick County, North Carolina, 
seventeen miles south of the city of 
Wilmington. 








The central house was built in 1725. 
The four handsome columns and the 
upper story were added in 1840, mak- 
ing this a perfect example of southern 
Greek Revival architecture 

The builder of Orton was Roger 
Moore, often referred to as “King” 
Roger Moore, because of his domi- 
nant role in the affairs of the colony. 
He vigorously opposed many of the 
actions of the royal governors, and 
in 1766 his sou, George, led an armed 
contingent to the governor's palace in 
protest of the Stamp Act. After Moore 
established Orton, it rapidly became 
a famous rice plantation noted for the 
high quality of its crops. 

Among the historic events which 
have occurred in the vicinity are the 
capture of the near-by town of Bruns- 
wick by Spanish privateers in 1747, 
a raid on the plantation by Lord Corn- 
wallis in 178i, and the bombardment 
of Fort Anderson on its southern 
boundary by federal forces in 1865. 

The mansion was spared the fate 
of many other fine southern homes 
which were burned during the War 
Between the States, because it was 
used by Northern troops as a small- 
pox hospital. Fear of this disease and 
the impoverishment of the region 
caused the house to be abandoned for 
fifteen years after the war, until it 
was bought and restored by the family 
of the present owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Laurence Sprunt.

N U. S. HIGHWAY 80, 12 miles 

from the city of El Paso, Texas, 
the oldest continuous farm in America 
is still in operation. It has been in 
cultivation for 270 years. 

This hallowed farm, rich in histo- 
rical lore, was laid out by the Fran- 
ciscan Fathers in 1682, when the 
Ysleta Mission was founded. It con- 
sists of seven acres and still is owned 
and operated by the Catholic church. 
Three acres are occupied by the old 
mission and the remaining four acres 
have been farmed every year for near- 
ly three centuries. Cotton, pears, 
grapes, pecans, and other crops have 
been produced on the church farm. 

Today with the priest in charge, the 
quaint little mission still is enhanced 
by beautiful trees. Serene and rich 
with memories of the past, it is a 
shrine of the rugged West.

lamb weighing around 75 pounds. 

The owner said this lamb was all 
right yesterday, but this morning he 
found it dead. This was one of his 
better lambs and was in good flesh. 

As soon as he told me the history, 
I said it was one of two things— 
either pulpy kidney disease or tape- 
worm infection. If you find a fat lamb 
which has died suddenly you always 
can suspect one of these two diseases. 

When I looked at the wool around 
the hind quarters I could tell that the 
lamb had diarrhea before it died. 
When the animal was autopsied | 
found quite a bit of straw-colored fluid 
in the abdominal cavity and three 
tapeworms in the small intestines. One 
of these worms was 20 feet long and 
one-half inch wide. The other two 
were shorter. Tapeworms may grow 
a foot or more a week under ideal con- 
ditions. Segments break off and pass 
out in the manure. If lambs are heavi- 
ly infected you may be able to see 
these segments in the droppings. The 
segments contain the tapeworm eggs. 
A free-living mite eats these worm eggs 
and on days when the sun is not 
shining they crawl up on blades of 
grass. Non-infected lambs will eat the 
grass and the mites. These mites go 
to the intestines and the eggs hatch. 

I advised the owner to worm his 
ewes and lambs with phenothiazine 
plus lead arsenate, or copper sulphate 
(blue stone) and nicotine sulphate 
(black leaf 40). After sheep are 
wormed, put them on clean pasture.

VETERINARY NOTES 


@ A simple operation on the end of 
the teat will make “hard-milkers” 
easier to milk. This operation should 
be done by a veterinarian to prevent 
mastitis or a permanent leaker. 


@ Do not use motor oil on livestock 
as a treatment for external parasites. 
It may cause death due to lead poison- 
ing or the animal may show symptoms 
of X disease. Ten percent DDT dust 
or five percent rotenone powder 
sprinkled on the back of animals will 
control lice and fleas. The bedding 
should also be dusted. The second 
application should -be fourteen days 
later. A spray of benzene hexachloride 
or lindane will control hog mange. 
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[ee wise use of fertilizer is a must 
in a sound farming program. This 
is particularly true in the South. 
The rainfall generally is good, the 
growing season is long, and most of 
the land is of good tilth, yet much of 
it is lacking in one or more of the 
elements of plant food. Supply these 
deficient elements, make reasonable 
use of soil-improving crops, and crop 
yields leap forward. 

The South early recognized the 
value of commercial plant food. For 
many years it has been the main mar- 
ket for fertilizer in this country. The 
great farming area of the corn belt 
long felt that it had the natural fer- 
tility to maintain a prosperous agri- 
culture, but now farmers there are 
using more and more fertilizer. 


Use of fertilizer must be 
based on soil and crop 
needs. This is easier to do 
than ever before. The experiment sta- 
tions long have been making tests to 
determine the kinds and amounts of 
fertilizer profitable to use on different 
soils and crops. Branch experiment 
stations and test farms have been es- 
tablished on various soil types, and 
tests have been made on privately 
owned farms, so that now our experi- 
ment stations know pretty well the 
soil and crop needs in any part of our 
Southland. 

Another aid in the farmers’ fertilizer 
program is the soil test. But even after 
getting all the aid he can from ex- 
periment station, county agent, and 
laboratory soil tests, the farmer should 
make fertilizer tests of his own. On 
my farm a tenant felt that $7.50 per 
acre was a good deal to spend for a 
side application of nitrogen fertilizer 
on corn when we had used 400 pounds 
of a complete fertilizer at planting 
time. So he left a few rows without 
the side-application. The result con- 
vinced him of the wisdom of the extra

expenditure. He felt that the side 
application gave us an additional 30 
bushels of corn per acre. 


Our increase in 
corn yield came 
mighty cheap—25 
cents per bushel. Generally, we can 
expect a return of three or four dol- 
lars from the wise expenditure of one 
dollar for commercial fertilizer for 
corn. The past year was an exception; 
the drouth hit the corn crop at a 
critical time and no farm practice 
could make up for the great heat and 
shortage of moisture. 

Other crops may return even great-

er income than corn per dollar spent 
for fertilizer. Cotton may return $4 
or $5 per dollar invested; tobacco, $5 
to $10. 

In the past dozen years, pasture 
fertilization has become an established 
practice, and rightly so. By the mod- 
erate use of needed plant food, farm- 
ers in old pasture areas have reduced 
the acreage necessary for a large steer 
from four or five to two or three acres 
And in sections where farmers had 
not felt that they could have profitable 
pastures, more fertilizer and the use 
of lime have aided the establishment of 
pastures that would be good in any 
section.

FARM AND RANCH 


OREAN CUS!

séqySALL u seang san kwajuong?” 
That is the same as saying: “Pass 
the potatoes, please,” in our own 
Southland, but in Korea it prompts 
the passing of a rice dish. 

Southern boys who are or have been 
in Korea probably will come home 
talking about such Korean dishes as 
kimchi, gakdugi, saing sun chunyu, 


‘ naing chai, and ku chul pan. 


Kimchi is the universal Korean dish. 
In late November or early December, 
the Korean housewife takes a large 
jug and places small chunks of cab- 
bage in it. Sometimes chopped turnips 
are included. She fills about 34 of the 
jug with the vegetables and adds 
enough water to completely fill it. 
To this is added a handful of red pep- 
pers, a few buttons of garlic, and a 
touch of ginger. The jug is sealed and 
permitted to ferment until the follow- 
ing spring. This tangy cabbage brew 
is served with generous quantities of 
pepper, garlic, and salted shrimp. Be- 
cause its spices are hot, the dish 
usually is served with a bowl of rice to 
soothe burning palates. 

Gakdugi is turnips diced and sea- 
soned with salted shrimp and red pep- 
per. The turnips are finely diced and 
well boiled, with seasoning added just 
before serving. 

In the meat line, saing sun chunyu, 
a fish, is cooked in batter, much like 
we prepare our own catfish. Actually, 
the fish is more baked than fried, be- 
cause greases are used little in Korea. 
Salad for a meal with fish is naing chai, 
a combination of celery, cucumber, 
carrot, and occasionally a bit of fresh 
raw cabbage and turnip. 

Perhaps the most colorful of Korean 
dishes is ku chul pan. With a center- 
piece of thin rice cakes, a wheel of

eight piles of shredded food, one each 
of celery, bamboo, beef, pork, cucum- 
ber, egg, carrot, and mushroom, is 
formed on a plate. A bit of one of the 
foods is rolled onto a portion of rice 
cake with chopsticks and eaten as a 
sort of half sandwich. 


”U CHUL PAN is so arranged, leg- 
end tells us, because long ago 
Korean kings always ate some food 
from each province. The eight piles 
represent food from the eight prov- 
inces of olden Korea. The rice-cake 
hub of the wheel represents Seoul, the 
capital city. 

Rice is, of course, served with every 
meal. It is boiled, salted and eaten 
steaming hot. Rice is also used to 
make a bread cake. After boiling, it 
is placed on a stone stove where it is 
beaten into a patty. 


T MEALTIME, the Korean family 

observes protocol. The father eats 
at a table by himself. The children, if 
there are more than one, eat at a 
separate table from the mother, who 
eats at yet another table with the 
family “cook girl.” The more pros- 
perous rural families and many of the 
city families have a cook girl as a part 
of the family. Should elders live with 
the family, they also have a separate 
table. 

Like most oriental tables, Korean 
tables are squat, and the residents sit 
on mats placed on the floor. 

Korean cuisine is tasty, but take it 
from one who knows, Mom. When 
Johnny comes home, he'll take pork 
chops, fresh butchered ham with 
“red-eye” gravy and all the other 
mouth - watering dishes for which 
you're famous.

Drab-looking colored shoes, unless 
suede or buckskin, may be dyed black, 
brown, or dark blue to match your 
new outfit. If properly done, they 
will look almost as good as new. 

Remove all of the old polish and 
surface soil with soap and water. An 
old toothbrush will speed up this opera- 
tion and get into the hard-to-clean 
trimming. It is important that the 
shoe be thoroughly dry before you 
apply the dye. Black, brown, and 
dark blue shoe dye and liquid wax 
to match may be purchased in any 
dime store. An applicator in the pack- 
age enables you to dye and wax with- 
out staining your nails. You can make 
your own applicator by winding cotton 
about the end of an orange stick. 
After the dye has dried, apply several 
coats of liquid wax and polish with a 
soft cloth to a high luster. 

Suede shoes require a special dye, 
and should be vigorously brushed with 





When you fry fish, onions, and 
other strong-smelling foods, you 
can lessen the unpleasant odors 
if you pour off the excess grease 
from the pan immediately after 
the food is fried, then sprinkle 
the pan with baking soda. 











a wire brush before it is applied. When 
the dye has dried, brush again to 
raise the nap.

Start with a clean face. The newest 
and fastest way is with a creamy lotion 
cleanser that whisks away dust and 
make-up in a matter of seconds.

When choosing a powder shade, re- 
member the rule of “compensating” 
color—a pink to rosy-toned powder 
will freshen the sallow skin; a powder 
shade in the creamy beige color range 
will tone down a ruddy skin. 
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There’s more to using lipstick than 
daubing on color. Have at least two 
lipsticks—a clear blue-red and an or- 
ange-red. Strive for a clean, sharp 
outline and always apply to dry lips 
so that it will go on evenly and last 
longer. Outline your upper lip first 
and fill in with two applications. Then 
transfer to the lower lip by pressing 
the lips together. Reapply lipstick and 
let set. Finally, blot with tissue to re- 
move excess and prevent blurring

The Nematode Problem 


(Continued from page 19) 


able to grow highly susceptible crops. 

What crops are damaged by nema- 
todes? Nearly all of the crops grown 
in the South are damaged ‘by nema- 
todes to some extent. Tobacco, cot- 
ton, sweet and Irish potatoes, cow- 
peas, soybeans, peach trees, and near- 
ly all truck and garden crops often 
are damaged by root-knot nematodes 
and meadow nematodes. In certain 
sections, peanuts are damaged by root- 
knot nematodes, but in most parts-.of 
the South they are not attacked. Corn 
and other grains usually are not heavi- 
ly attacked. 

How do nematodes live and repro- 
duce? If a crop is growing, nematodes 
feed on the roots, either penetrating 
them or feeding from the surface. The 
females lay eggs which hatch soon, 
and the young also feed on the roots, 
grow to maturity, and lay eggs. When 
there are no roots on which to feed, 
they remain in the soil, and there is 
little or no egg-laying. Nematodes can 
live in the soil without feeding for 
many months. However, if no eggs 
are being laid, their numbers decrease, 
as individuals starve to death or are 
killed by diseases and predators. Cold 
weather, even freezing of ‘the soil, has 


little effect on nematodes other than 
making them inactive until the soil is 
warm again. . 

Hew can nematodes be controlled? 
Control of nematodes is principally a 
matter of eliminating them from the 
soil. 

What is the crop rotation method of 
nematode control? Nematodes can re- 
produce only on certain crops, so they 
eventually will die out if no crops on 
which they can reproduce are grown. 
In practice, the crop which is damaged 
by the nematodes is planted only every 
second, third, or fourth year and crops 
on which they cannot reproduce are 
planted the rest of the time. Crops 
which can be used vary according to 
the kind of nematodes present. 

What is the chemical method of 
nematode control? Nematodes can be 
controlled by injecting into the soil 
chemicals which evaporate to form 
gases. These are called soil 
gants. Two types of soil fumigants 
suitable for field use are available. 
One is a mixture of dichloropropene 
and dichloropropane (D-D) and the 
other contains* ethylene dibromide 
(EDB). Both are sold under various 
trade names. Fumigants containing

methyl bromide or chloropicrin are 
used for small areas. 

What is the procedure for applying 
soil fumigants in the field? The soil is 
prepared for fumigation by plowing 
and harrowing. The fumigant then is 
injected into the soil by a special appli- 
cator mounted on a tractor. It is 
pumped through tubes attached to 
shanks one foot apart and running 
through the soil at a depth of about 
seven inches. The furrows made by 
the shanks are filled by a drag attached 
to the machine. The soil is then left 
undisturbed until time to prepare for 
planting. 

When are soil fumigants applied? 
Soil fumigants must be applied at 
least two weeks before the crop is 
planted, but may be applied several 
months before planting. The delay 
between fumigating and planting is 
necessary because the fumigants are 
poisonous to plants. 

How much do yields increase after 
the soil is fumigated? Increases in 
yields after soil fumigation often are 
between 25 and 50 percent. On soil 
which is very heavily infested, fumi- 
gation can make the difference be- 
tween a good crop and one not worth 
harvesting. 

How much does it cost to apply fu- 
migant? The ordinary application of 
soil fumigant costs about $35 to $40 
per acre if the fumigant is applied to 
the whole area of the field. It is possi- 
ble to obtain excellent yield increases 
by applying the fumigant only to the 
rows, if the crop is to be planted in 
rows more than three feet apart. 

What factors should be considered 
in deciding whether or not to fumigate 
a field? The first is whether or not 
the prospective increase in crop yield 
can be sold for enough to pay for the 
fumigant plus a reasonable return on 
the investment. In general, it pays to 
fumigate soil only for crops which 
have a value of over $300 per acre. 
Trial applications are a valuable guide, 
as are observations of the effects of 
fumigation on neighboring farms. 

Should plant beds be fumigated? 
Fumigation of plant beds is insurance 
that the plants will have good root 
systems and that they will be free of 
nematodes which otherwise might be 
carried to the field. Fumigation of 
plant beds also kills weed seeds. 

How are fumigants applied to plant 
beds? If methyl bromide is used, the 
soil is prepared for planting and a 
special paper or plastic cover placed 
over the bed. This is supported a few 
inches above the bed and the edges are 
buried. The methyl bromide, which 
is a gas, is then released under the 
cover. After three days the cover can 
be removed and the seed planted. If 
chloropicrin or another liquid fumi- 
gant is used, the procedure is essen- 
tially the same as for field fumigation.

Farm Mechanics Power Tool Man- 
ual, edited by Floyd and J. C. Moore, 
The Goodheart-Mix Co., Inc., 348 
pages, $3.50.

FARM youth in Germany are going to 
hear the story of democracy told by 
German boys and girls who spent a 
year in the United States. Typical ex- 
change students were August Seitz and 
Albrecht Forstner. Both lived on farms 
in northwest Oklahoma, and became 
members of the FFA. 

Young Seitz, who lived with the Bill 
Bakers at Burlington, was so pleased 
with his year in FFA that he bought a 
wire recorder on which he recorded 
FFA meetings and interviews. 

The thing that impressed the German 
boys most was the freedom American 
farm boys have to own livestock, keep 


the profits from their farming projects, 
and borrow money from the bank. 

Too, there are no livestock shows in 
Germany for young folks, and no or- 
ganizations which compare to the FFA 
or 4-H. Forstner, who lived with the 
Harry Bathursts at Blackwell, took to 
Oklahoma so well that he wants to come 
back to attend Oklahoma A&M.

He Learns About Pastures by Mowing Them 


4-H’er Joe Munson, Jr., drives some 
eattle through his tall dallis grass. 


669 F YOU want to learn something 
about Brazoria County (Texas) pas- 
tures,” County Agent W. S. Millington 
told me, “let’s visit Joe Munson, Jr., one 
of our 4-H boys.” What we saw and 
learned on Joe's pasture was well worth 
our time. 

An average of four feet of water falls 
each year on this level country, so the 
first need is drainage. Millington helped 
design a drainage system for a 45-acre 
pasture. Furrows were opened every 36 
feet to take off excess water into lateral 


ditches, then to the main ditches. Now 
little water stands after the heaviest 
rains. Part of the pasture was fertilized, 
using 400 to 500 pounds of 20 percent 
phosphate per acre, then seeded to 
clover and dallis grass. Joe has a good 
natural stand of Bermuda grass which, 
with the clover and dallis grass, carries 
44 head of cattle on the 45 acres. 

Joe studies his pasture when he mows 
it. He clips it twice a year to control 
weeds, brush, and tall, stemmy grass. 
—A. B. Kennerly. 
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THE Iraan, Texas, Future Farmers 
have had the help of two of the 
nation’s outstanding sheep breeders 
during their four-year history. The 
two men, Leo Richardson, of Iraan, 
past president of the American Ram- 
bouillet Sheep Breeders Association, 
and H. C. Noelke, of Sheffield, Texas, 
past president of the American Corrie- 
dale Sheep Breeders Association, have 
rendered invaluable service. Among 
other things, they helped to set up the 
important Program of Work and Com- 
mercial Feeding Program. The suc- 
cess of the chapter can be measured by 
the fact that it has received the Gold 
Emblem Award all four years. 

The Iraan FFA Livestock Show 
was one of the first to be set up on a 
commercial basis. The auction sale 
at the close of the show was abolished 
and judging was done strictly accord- 
ing to market classifications for fat 
animals and breeding characteristics

and condition for breeding animals. 
All feeder projects are classified in 
four groups. The top group receives 
a first-place ribbon and the highest 
premium money for prime animals.

The 
third place ribbons are for animals that 
are classified as good; they receive the 
lowest premium money. The fourth 
group is just given a ribbon; 
these animals are only fair. 
This show encourages a boy to 
make every effort to have his 
projects in top condition. 

The show has made a con- 
tinuous growth. In the first 
one, 65 head were entered. In 
1952, 125 head were shown. 
—Lewis B. Taylor.

Boris BURK, a 13-year-old 
Jim Wells County, Texas, 4-H 
Club member and poultry dem- 
onstrator, has lost no chickens 
through disease in more than 
two years. Her initial venture 
in poultry raising (1950) netted 
her $12.75. She marketed 27 
of an original flock of 30 chicks. 
Beginning in March, 1951, she 
carried through three successive 
demonstrations, with the aid of 
a battery brooder. Out of her 
first lot of 25 chicks, Doris mar- 
keted 21, for a net profit of 
$8.70. She marketed 28 out 
of her second lot of 30 birds. 
For her third lot, Doris bought 
25 chicks and sold 22. Two of 
the flock were judged culls, so 
Doris traded them for two pints 
of shrimp. 

After a brief experience with 
cannibalism, Doris began re- 
ducing the number of chicks in 
each brooder from 12 to five at 
four weeks.—C. A. Price.

rent-free items. Nearly one-third con- 
tained a notation covering the free use 
of pasture land, garden space, fire- 
wood, etc., by the tenant. 

Other provisions that were used in- 
cluded one requiring the tenant to 
keep a record of receipts, generally on 
cotton and corn, 11 percent; permis- 
sion for tenant to construct and re- 
move fixtures on the farm, 6 percent; 
termination for breach of contract, 12 
percent; and the agreement that any 
change in the lease must be made in 
writing, 4 percent. 

Livestock share agreements, which 
have been increasing in the blacklands, 
appeared in only 3 percent of the 
leases. Some landlords and tenants 
were producing livestock on the shares 
without writing out the details of their 
agreement, which violates a tested rule 
of good leasing. 

The study revealed that the general 
lease form is being put to about as 
many different uses as there are users. 

Two outstanding shortcomings were 
discovered in the lease form. First, 
its great stress on simplicity misleads 
some landlords and tenants into be- 
lieving that it is a cure-all for tenure 
relations, which are extremely com- 
plex. Second, despite the flexibility 
of the form, it is not suitable for every 
kind of special agreement. Tailor- 
made leases often are required for 
beef cattle agreements, dairy enter- 
prises, father-son agreements, and 
other special cases.

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Feeding Cattle in 
Drouth Areas 


VHARLES E. FISHER, superintend- 
ent of the experiment station at 
Spur, Texas, has set a good example 

for other farmers who are short of 
feed, due to the drouth last summer. 

Mr. Fisher informed me, when I 
visited the station farm recently, that 
he was about to start feeding 80 head 
of steers which then were making 
gains of 142 pounds daily. These 
gains were made on pastures where 
there had been no rain for many 
weeks. “Isn't it going to be rather 
expensive to buy feed for 80 head of 
steers?” I asked. 

“By not overgrazing and by keeping 
as much trash (mulch) on my pas- 
tures as possible, I've been able to 
keep my steers thrifty and making 
some gains,” explained Mr. Fisher. 
“Good cover keeps the soil from blow- 
ing and prevents moisture evapora- 
tion. I've had two cuttings of alfalfa, 
in spite of the fact that this area is 
not considered alfalfa country.” 

“But what about feed for the win- 
ter?” I persisted. 

“Three hundred tons of good silage 
is buried right where you are stand- 
ing,” he replied. “I put it there in 
1949, when we had an abundant pro- 
duction of feedstuffs. Anyone who 
has lived in this area for several years 
knows that we are not immune to 
drouths. In good years, farmers should 
prepare for bad years. 

“A well-constructed trench silo, 
properly filled, will preserve feed for 
many years. But when we have a 
series of good years, too many farmers 
become careless and neglect to store 
feedstuffs for future use.” Mr. Fisher 
continued, “Maybe this past season 
will be a lesson to some of them.” 
—Frank A. Briees.

Farm Flocks | 
lor Texas 
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Extra care given the ewes at lambing time can mean 
a big difference in income from your flock 


i two-thirds of the farm-flock 
income is derived from the sale of 
lambs, so it’s highly important to raise 
as many lambs as possible. 

Keeping the ewes in good condition 
during pregnancy will eliminate much 
of the trouble at lambing time. Ewes 
that are too fat may produce small, 
weak lambs, and often will not pro- 
duce an adequate supply of milk. Ex- 
tremely thin ewes often do not pro- 
duce enough milk, either. 

When pregnancy disease occurs it 
usually comes within two weeks of 
lambing. The majority of ewes af- 
fected will be carrying two or more 
lambs. As a result, this disease com- 
monly is referred to as twin-lamb 
disease. It apparently is due to im- 
proper nutrition. During late preg- 
nancy the fetuses develop rapidly, tak- 
ing up a great deal of. space in the 
abdominal cavity. As a result, the 
ewe has difficulty in eating enough 
low-quality feeds to supply her re- 
quirements. Ewes should have high- 
quality roughage or some grain during 
the latter stages of pregnancy. 

When the disease first starts the 
ewes become sluggish and lag behind 
the rest of the flock. As it progresses 
they become weaker, show stiffness in 
their gait, may have difficulty in ris- 
ing, and may walk in a circle. Finally 
they become unable to rise and will 
lie with their heads pulled to the side. 
Other symptoms include rapid breath- 
ing, blindness, and grinding of the 
teeth. 

Drenching the ewes with about half 
a cup of molasses or sugar in a quart 
of water three or four times daily 
usually is an effective treatment. When

they begin to show improvement, the 
ewes should be fed good quality feed. 

Exercise is important during preg- 
nancy. It may be arranged by locating 
the water a good distance from where 
the ewes are fed. 


WES should be allowed ample time 

to give birth normally. If it is 
necessary to insert the hand and 
Straighten out the lamb during birth, 
the hand should be clean and well 
lubricated with vaseline, linseed, or 
cottonseed oil. 

If lambs become chilled by a sud- 
den drop in temperature, you can 
save many by immersing them, all 
but their heads, in hot water and then 
rubbing briskly until they are dry. 
Another method is to fill a jug with 
hot water and place it in a tub or box 
with some woolen rags, then place the 
lamb next to the jug until it becomes 
warm. 


AMBS born on good, clean pasture 

usually require little attention. But 
when lambs are born in barns or barn- 
yards, the navel should be dipped in 
tincture of iodine as soon after birth 
as possible. This causes the navel cord 
to dry up more rapidly and there's 
less danger of ‘infection. 

Ewes in poor condition often fail 
to claim their lambs. Confining the 
ewe and lamb in a small pen often 
will force her to claim the lamb. Ty- 
ing the ewe so she can’t prevent the 
lamb from nursing also helps. Still 
another method is to bring a dog into 
the presence of the ewe and lamb. 
This usually arouses the mother in- 
stinct, so she will claim her offspring.

modern terms. All of us are beginners. 

However, some established facts are 
being overlooked to a great extent. 
The legume is not depended upon as 
a source of nitrogen for the grass as it 
should be. Commercial nitrogen is 
very important to give the pasture a 
start and to stimulate growth of grass 
at any time that this is needed. But 
the aim always should be to get all 
of the nitrogen practical through the 
legumes, and to supplement this source 
only when it is inadequate. 

Legumes extract a great amount of 
nitrogen from the air when they are 
inoculated and are well fed with all of 
the necessary minerals. In one season 
legumes may bring to an acre of soil 
150 to 200 pounds of nitrogen. This 
is as much as would be supplied by the

Under these conditions we can use 
what nitrogen fertilizer is needed to 
get full, profitable growth of grass.

> MORE IRRIGATION WATER 


Thirty percent more water looks mighty good to 


farmers in New Mexico's Santa Cruz Valley 


By GLENN M. BURROWS 


THIRTY percent increase in the 

available water supply! That's the 

blessing 24 New Mexico farmers 
have as a result of conservation prac- 
tices. These men farm 200 acres ir- 
rigated by the Sombrillo ditch in the 
Santa Cruz Valley north of the city 
of Santa Fe. 

In 1949, when this area was includ- 
ed in the Pojoaque Soil Conservation 
District, the landowners were con- 
fronted with several problems. The 
main Sombrillo ditch had high and 
low spots and was uneven in width. 
Willows and weeds infested it. The 
heading and turnouts were inefficient. 
There was excessive sloughing-off of 
high banks, and arroyos were silting 
and breaking the ditch. The sluice- 
ways could not take care of silt going 
down the ditch. 

The ditch commissioners, Dan 
Quintana, J. T. Matson, and Tony 
Quintana, decided to ask assistance of 
the Pojoaque district and to take ad- 
vantage of the PMA program. After 
the district supervisors approved the 
application, L. K. Sandoval, SCS rep- 
resentative, assisted the ditch commis- 
sioners in planning their program. 


io plan provided for the installa- 
tion of a concrete heading at the 
point of diversion from the river; ap- 
proximately 800 feet of 24-inch pipe 
to protect against seepage and slough- 
ing-off of steep banks; installation of 
two sand and silt sluice boxes, one of 
metal and the other of wood; construc- 
tion of five overshots across sandy ar- 
royos and gullies; and better manage- 
ment and distribution of water to indi- 
vidual farms by the installation of 
some 30 metal turnouts. 


This diversion dam near 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
is a project of 24 neigh- 
boring farmers. Inspect- 
ing it are Tony Quin- 
tana, secretary of the 
ditch commission, left, 
and Glenn M. Burrows 
(the author), SCS dis- 
trict conservationist. 


The concrete diversion dam, which 
is about 100 feet long, was constructed 
last year at a cost of approximately 
$1,000, which included labor, mate- 
rials, and transportation. To assist 
with the construction the Pojoaque 
district furnished technical services 
which amounted to a total of about 
$100. 


EFORE this conservation work 

was done, 60 percent of the irri- 
gation water carried by the ditch was 
being lost,” according to Tony Quin- 
tana. “Now,” he says, “this loss has 
been cut in half. The farmers are well 
satisfied with the work and the result- 
ing savings of water and labor. They 
now feel that they have some insur- 
ance against flash floods which often 
had washed out their irrigation ditch 
when they needed water most.” 


Burrows, left, and Quintana inspect a 
portion of the 800 feet of 24-inch 
pipe which was installed to prevent 
seepage of water and to protect the 
ditch against sloughing-off of banks.

VACCINE which aids in the con- 

trol of coccidiosis has been per- 

fected by Dr. S. A. Edgar, Ala- 
bama poultry pathologist. It offers pro- 
tection against cecal or bloody type 
of coccidiosis only, and not the in- 
testinal types. When given to three- 
day-old chicks, complete immunization 
prevails at the end of four weeks. Dr. 
Edgar says the cost of the treatment 
is low and the vaccine does not retard 
chick growth. It is available on the 
market. 


Good Range Is Profitable 


“An acre of good green feed can 
save a poultry raiser up to half a ton 
of concentrated feed,.or even more,” 
says D. C. Henderson, Vermont re- 
searcher, after completing studies on 
confined versus ranged pullets. To get 
such saving from green feed and range, 
he suggests the following feeding 
schedules: Chicks from eight to twelve 
weeks of age, two parts pellets to one 
part scratch grain; from twelve to 
eighteen weeks of age, equal parts of 
pellets and grain; and from eighteen 
to twenty-four weeks of age, one part 
pellets and two of grain. Mr. Hender- 
son suggests that the scratch grain and 
pellets be fed on the ground twice 
daily, and the birds given only what 
they will eat in about thirty minutes. 


Keep Flock Eating 


“Any flock that stops eating usually 
is sick,” says Dr. W. A. Billings, Min- 
nesota poultry pathologist. He suggests 
that special effort be made to keep a 
flock eating which is suspected of 
having an ailment, explaining that a 
full intake of feed and water will 
lighten the effects of a disease attack. 
Dr. Billings also warns against heavy 
doses of drugs in feed and water, as 
drugs may cause a decline in both 
feed and water consumption at a time 
when both should be increased. 


Summer Hatching Eggs Most 
Profitable 


With the rapidly developing broiler 
industry, hatching eggs are needed all 
year. If you want to produce summer 
hatching eggs, puilets should now be 
developing into layers. If hatched in 
October or November, they should be 
laying by early spring, and may be 
kept until the following October, then 
sold. For these pullets to be most 
profitable, they should be purchased 
from egg-bred strains, developed on

“Ventilation,” he said, “is the poul- 
try raiser’s biggest problem. You can 
put in a forced-air system, or you can 
use gravity ventilation. But if you're 
not going to put in either, you'd better 
leave the windows open and just cover 
them with feed sacks. Sure, it will 
get cold inside, but your chickens will 
be better off than they would be with- 
out enough air. If the temperature is 
50°, 160 birds weighing five pounds 
each will give off three gallons of 
water every 24 hours. If you're going 
to keep your house dry, you've got to 
get that moisture out. And there's 
only one way to do it—keep the air 
moving through the house.

66 VE been in poultry houses in New 

England,” he said, “where it gets 
down to 25 degrees below zero. And 
I've seen chicks growing well and hens 
laying well in houses where there 
wasn't a window of any kind—nothing 
but feed sacks tacked on frames. The 
birds were getting air.” 

A man who had just visited in Cali- 
fornia told about the slatted houses 
they’re using in one area out there. 
The slats are spaced about half an 
inch apart. “And the temperature may 
drop almost to zero,” he said. 

An extension man in California 
said he used to have from twelve to 
fifteen requirements for poultry hous- 


ing. .Now, for Southern California, he 


has only one requirement—a roof over 
the birds to keep them out of the rain 
and sun. 

In this part of the country, of 
course, chickens need more protection 
than that. But in giving them the pro- 
tection they need against the weather, 
let’s not shut out the air. 
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Better Service 
From Your Postman 


By KATHERINE MIDDLETON 


HETHER you live on a smooth 

highway or on a rough side road 

you can enjoy efficient mail deliv- 
ery. But even better service is possible 
if you understand the facts and co- 
operate with your mail carrier. 

Did you know that your mailman 
is a traveling post office? He carries 
many items for your convenience— 
stamps, money order applications, 
postal cards, and stamped envelopes. 
If you wish to buy savings bonds, the 
postman will take your application. 
Buy your supplies to keep on hand 
instead of delaying the postman while 
you write a message to Aunt Susie. 

Be sure to stamp your mail. The 
carrier can reach your neighbor's mail- 
box quicker if you don’t ask him to 
take care of such details for you. And 
during the Christmas season he will 
be very grateful if you will buy stamps 
for your Christmas cards weeks ahead 
of time. 

In addressing your mail, write as 
plainly as possible and give a full 
and accurate address. Always put your 
return address either in the upper left- 
hand corner of the envelope or on 
the back flap. 


LUMSILY wrapped packages al- 

ways are a problem. Wrap two or 
three layers of heavy paper around 
your parcel and tie it securely with 
strong cord. It is permissible to seal 
the package if you paste labels on it 
which authorize permission for postal 
inspection. These labels are available 
at dime stores everywhere. 

Too many mailboxes are left leaning 
against a fence or propped up with 
rocks or sticks. This makes it difficult 
for the postman to reach the box. 
Nail it to a good, substantial post 40 
to 48 inches high. Set it back from 
the lane of travel on the righthand 
side of the road so the carrier has a 
clear approach. 

Frequently you will see a box with 
nothing at all on it to indicate who 
the owner is. A coat of white or alu- 
minum paint will greatly improve the 
appearance of your mailbox, and your 
name printed on it in legible black 
letters will be helpful to your mail- 
man—and to anyone trying to locate 
your house.

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Substitute Trade for Aid 


BSUROPEAN countries outside the 
Iron Curtain anticipate a sharp reduc- 
tion in the aid coming from the United 
States during the next two or three 
years. With this in mind, experts from 
1S European countries met in Paris to 
seek a solution to their economic prob- 
lems. After many days of study and dis- 
cussion they came out with the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

(1) Substitute trade for aid. (2) In- 
crease U. S. buying in Europe by two 
billion dollars. (3) Cut tariffs, quotas, 
and customs restrictions to smooth the 
road for a more equitable interchange 
of goods. (4) Buy more raw materials 
in colonial areas under long-term con- 
tracts. 

Europeans criticize the United States 
for urging them to break down all trade 
barriers, but refusing to practice what 
she preaches. 

The Congress is faced with the prob- 
lem of either adjusting tariffs or con- 
tinuing foreign aid. To lower tariffs on 
some commodities will affect a num- 
ber of industries in this country. For 
example, lowering tariffs on dairy prod- 
ucts to satisfy Denmark would be pro- 
tested by the dairy interests in this 
country. It is said that meeting the 
tariff demands of European countries 
would throw at least 60,000 Americans 
out of jobs. Therefore, the question 
Congress will have to answer is whether 
or not the nation as a whole will benefit 
by such action. On the whole, lower 
tariffs should prove beneficial, but there 
will be some sore spots. 


Price Support 
in Terms of Parity 


Many city people believe that price 
support for agricultural commodities is 
responsible for the high cost of living. 
Also, many farmers believe that price 
support has added to their prosperity. 

Both are wrong. The demand for ag- 
riculturai products and the scarcity of 
some items, due to adverse weather 
conditions, are the chief causes for pre= 
vailing prices. Higher wages, increased 
cost of transportation, and scarcity of 
labor have added to the consumers’ 
cost, but nothing to the price paid the 
producer.

Price control laws were passed as a 
protection against disastrous price de- 
clines, not for the purpose of increasing 
prices. Briefly stated, parity is a price 
level which permits a farmer to pur- 
chase the things he needs on a basis 
comparative with that in a period when 
there was a better balance between ag- 
ricultural products and manufactured 
articles. Price supports are based not 
on 100 percent parity, but in most 
cases on 90 percent. Therefore, price 
supports add nothing to the price re- 
ceived for an agricultural commodity, 
except in cases of disaster when prices 
fall below the parity level. Of late 
months, most agricultural commodities 
have been selling above parity. 

If the question of price support were 
more generally understood by con- 
sumers, there would be less loose talk 
about farmers getting rich at the ex- 
pense of city people. 


Is the Small Farm Doomed? 


"THE subject, “Is the Small Farm 


Doomed?” is up for discussion again. 
In the November issue of FARM AND 
RANCH - SOUTHERN AGRICULTURIST Dr. 
Joe R. Motheral argues that the small 
farm is doomed. Dr. G. H. Aull says 
the small farm is here to stay. 

After reading their arguments, we 
concluded that they actually are in 
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agreement on all important points. Dr. 
Motheral says that a farm which is not 
large enough to keep the family em- 
ployed and make a good living is too 
small. Dr. Aull says that the size of 
a farm should be measured by what 
it produces and not by the number of 
its acres. We think both will agree 
that five acres of strawberries is quite 
an undertaking and could be considered 
a large strawberry farm, whereas five 
acres of wheat, corn, or other grain crop 
would not meet Dr. Motheral’s defini- 
tion of an efficient unit. 

Many farms are too smail to make 
an adequate living for the farm family. 
The man with a small tract who tries to 
make a living by producing major crops 
for the market, which are produced 
mechanically on a large scale elsewhere, 
will fail. However, he might make a 
success with poultry, small fruits, or 
vegetables, depending upon location and 
other conditions. 

We agree with Dr. Motheral that 
old-style farming on small acreages is 
going out. We agree with Dr. Aull 
that we are going to have intensely 
cultivated small farms for many years 
to come. ;: 

Maybe the day will come when 
laboratories will produce our food and 
we can build golf courses on the farm 
lands. We expect that the small farm 
will be a subject for debate until then. 





THe average rainfall in this country 
has not diminished. Just as much 
rain falls over a period of years as 
it did when streams ran clear and 
springs burst from the hillsides. But 
an ever-diminishing quantity seeps 
into the ground. It rushes down hill- 
sides and sloping fields into ditches, 
creeks, and rivers and on into the sea, 
carrying with it millions of tons of 
good soil.

dition of the soil must be improved, 
and only farmers can do it. Plowing 
green crops and trash into the soil 
adds organic matter which absorbs 
water. Breaking up the hardpan by 
planting deep-rooted legumes, such as 
perennial sweet clover, also will prove 
helpful. 

In many areas under irrigation, 
much water is wasted. The under- 
ground reservoirs are becoming ex- 
hausted. Conservative irrigation prac- 
tices are a must. The situation is be- 
coming so serious that every individual 
user of water must do his part.
